Councilman Charles H. James, 
finance committee chairman, 
stated that “we’re more than a 
little vexed at the way things 
have worked out” due to "mis¬ 
information regarding the re¬ 
tirement plan.” 

Letter Presented 
The Pacific Mutual company’s 
letter, dated March 23, reads in 
part: 

“Because of the small num¬ 
ber of employees involved, we 
informed the William Wilson 
company (insurance brokers) 
that the plan must be under¬ 
written on a Non-Contributory 
basis. None of us were aware 
■that a municipality could not 
provide such a plan. 

“However, on March 19 we 
learned that the State Govern¬ 
ment Code for municipalities 
. . . states that a municipality 
may not institute a plan in¬ 
cluding life insurance (for em¬ 
ployees) and contribute more 
than 50 per cent of the neces¬ 
sary contributions ...” 

At a meeting with the City 
Council Dec. 8 City employees 
were informed by the council 
and insurance company repre¬ 
sentatives that the plan could 
be instituted at no cost to the 
employees and that has been 
the understanding until this 
week. The retirement plan has 
been under study for many 
months, coming to a presenta¬ 
tion point in November. 

Louk Named Mayor 
Paul N. Carter was sworn in 
Tuesday night as a new mem¬ 
ber of the council and Charles 
E. Louk, an appointed council¬ 
man since last summer, was 
elected mayor. He will serve in 
that capacity until the council 
reorganizes after the municipal 
election April 13. 

The council moved to employ, 
at a cost not to exceed $1000, 
the services of James Mont¬ 
gomery, consulting engineer, in 
determining how flood water 
run-off from Auburn, Carter 
and Lannan canyon Flood con¬ 
trol works can be conserved 
economically by channeling it 
to the City spreading grounds 
and/or whether an additional 
high level spreading areas in 
Bailey canyon is desirable. 
Truck Bid Accepted 
A combination bid of $4473 
from Orrin W. Fox of Pasadena 
for providing a truck, body and 
hoist for the street department 
was accepted as being the least 
expensive to the City as recom¬ 
mended by the assistant street 
superintendent and the director 
of public works. 

The Fisher and Porter com¬ 
pany bid of $1019 for a manual¬ 
ly operated chlorinator for the 
water department was accept¬ 
ed, it being the low bid by 
more than $500. 

The final map of the Jack 
Tilley subdivision of the former 
Bassett and Washburn property 
was approved with provisions 
agreed on by representatives of 
the city and the subdivider. 

The council also indicated 
forthcoming approval of the 
Wailes subdivision on North 
Michillinda subject to submis¬ 
sion of necessary easements.

A capricious rainstorm, which 
started Friday night and con¬ 
tinued, with varying intensity, 
through the weekend, found Si¬ 
erra Madre and its “big broth¬ 
er,” the County Road Depart¬ 
ment, adequately prepared for 
what might have been (but 
wasn’t) the fifth flood emer¬ 
gency since the watershed fire 
in December. No damage was 
reported. 

A highly pleased N. Auburn 
St. resident reported to the 
NEWS late Friday afternoon 
that a D-8 caterpillar was sta¬ 
tioned in that area hours be¬ 
fore the predicted rain started 
to come down. Even earlier an¬ 
other caterpillar, hired by the 
road department, was directed 
to Baldwin and Carter, another 
of the continuing critical areas. 
By 7 p.m. a third piece of equip¬ 
ment was reported standing by, 
with operator, at Woodland Dr. 

The rain started sometime af¬ 
ter 9 p.m. Total rainfall for the 
weekend period, as recorded by 
the Sierra Madre Water Depart¬ 
ment, was 1.35 inches. 

The road department opened 
its trailer field office in the 
City yards at 2:30 p.m. Friday 
and responded to the City’s re¬ 
quest for equipment, based on 
storm predictions at that time. 

A n uncertain weatherman 
kept too-many-times flooded 
residents, the City and the road 
department crews alterted thru 
Saturday and Sunday. Part of 
the equipment for moving silt 
and debris was maintained thru 
Saturday at time-and-a-half 
pay for operators and through 
Sunday at double time. The 
third piece of equipment was 
released, according to J. L. Ban¬ 
dy of the road department, at 
7 p.m., Sunday. One caterpilar 
was retained, without operator, 
in the City yards.

Civilian employment in Cali¬ 
fornia dropped by 40,000 last 
month, the first January-Feb- 
ruary decrease since 1950, it 
was announced today by Wil¬ 
liam A. Burkett, director of the 
State Department of Industrial

The total of 4,805,000 em¬ 
ployed in February was above 
the level of a year ago. 

About one-half of the Janu- 
ary-February employment de¬ 
crease occurred in agriculture. 
The balance was scattered 
among all other industry divi¬ 
sions with the exception of fi¬ 
nance and service in which em¬ 
ployment remained about the 
same.

Dr. Harris started it himself, 
and it met such a need that the 
University of Maryland took it 
over, and now claims to have 
“the oldest dental college in 
the world.” 

Dr. Purnell was a graduate 
of the first class at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland. In 1891 he 
located in Guadalajara. There 
he partly trained three young 
Mexicans who became his as¬ 
sistants and persuaded them to 
go to the University of Mary¬ 
land. Later two of them, with 
his help, set up the first college 
of dentistry at the University of 
Guadalajara. Dr. Purnell prac¬ 
ticed in Guadalajar for nearly 
60 years and still flies down 
there a couple of times a year 
to look after property there. 


Alfred James Dewey is 80 
years old today, even if he 
doesn’t look it. Most of us know 
Alfred who has designed 20 
Rose Parade floats for Sierra 
Madre and won prizes with 17 
of them, most of them division¬ 
al prizes, yet few of us know 
much of his distinguished ca¬ 
reer before he came here. 

As a young artist, his abili¬ 
ties won such recognition that 
the Pennsylvania State School 
of Industrial Art drafted him 
as a teacher. Later he moved 
to Pleasantville, N.Y., and was 
recognized in New York City 
as a leading illustrator. When 
Ainslee’s Magazine died during 
the depression its “obituary” 
stated: “Among the famous 
artists Ainslee’s introduced to 
America were James Montgom¬ 
ery Flagg and Alfred James 
Dewey,” Next Harper’s Week¬ 
ly, then a leading magazine, 
featured full-page reproduc¬ 
tions of Dewey’s paintings in 
every issue for a long time. For 
health reasons, he brought his 
family here in the early 20’s, 
stopping several times enroute 
to paint the portraits of prom¬ 
inent citizens. Eucalyptus trees 
were a striking novelty to him. 
and those on Churchill road 
charmed him so that he painted 
several pictures of them, one of 
which sold for $1500 to an east¬ 
ern millionaire who was win¬ 
tering in Pasadena. 

Those few notes give some 
idea of Dewey’s standing. Here 
his teaching has benefited 
many fine artists and he and 
his family have won the affec¬ 
tionate respect of the entire 
community. 

♦ * * 

But Dewey is a mere boy 
compared to Dr. George Purnell, 
421 East Grandview, who will 
be 91 next Sunday. Last week 
I went to see Dr. Purnell and 
his grandson, Remington Stone, 
said: “Oh, he flew down to 
Guadalajara, Mexico, the other 
day.” Dr. Purnell can remem¬ 
ber when most people went to 
the barber to have teeth pulled. 
The first real college of den¬ 
tistry in the world was estab¬ 
lished in Baltimore not much 
more than 100 years ago. Dr. 
Chapin Harris, who started it, 
first appealed to the University 
of Maryland and then to the 
University of Pennsylvania to 
launch the school but both felt 
it beneath their dignity to oper¬ 
ate “a college for barbers.”

Dr. Norman R. Davidson . 
Enplanes for England 

Dr. Norman R. Davidson, 318 
E. Laurel, associate professor of 
chemistry at the California In¬ 
stitute of Technology, left for 
England by plane March 17 to 
participate in discussions spon- 
sored by the Faraday Society 
of London. 

The discussions, concerning 
measurement of the rates of 
fast chemical reactions, will be 
held April 7 to 9 at the Univer¬ 
sity of Birmingham. Dr. David¬ 
son will report on the rates of 
reactions behind shock waves 
as found in investigations by 
Doyle Britton and Garry Schott, 
Caltech graduate students, and 
himself. Reactions taking place 
in the one-10,000th of a second 
or less were involved in their 
research, sponsored by the Of¬ 
fice of Naval Research. 

Professor Davidson will visit 
chemical laboratories at the 
universities of Oxford, Cam¬ 
bridge, Manchester and Leeds 
before going to Birmingham.

California Traffic 
Fatalities Last Year 
Lowest Since 1950 

SACRAMENTO — California 
drivers last year were on their 
best driving behavior since 
1950, according to official sta¬ 
tistics released today by the 
California Highway Patrol. 

There were 3,371 traffic fa¬ 
talities during 1953 compared to 
3,562 in 1952. Of these, 2,342 
were suffered in unincorporated 
areas of the state while 1,029 
occurred within corporate cities. 

Total injuries were also be¬ 
low the 1952 figures with 106,- 
427 persons injured in traffic 
during 1953 as compared to 
$110, 874 in 1952, a reduction 
of 4,447. 

The mileage death rate, 
based on the number of fatali¬ 
ties per each hundred million 
miles of travel, dropped from 
7.4 in 1952 to 6.6 in 1953, an 
all-time low for California, ac¬ 
cording to available records.

Section 6. That the special 
election hereby called shall be 
and is hereby ordered consoli¬ 
dated with the general munici¬ 
pal election to be held in said 
city on Tuesday, April 13, 1954, 
and such elections shall be held 
in all respects as if there were 
only one election, and only one 
form of ballot shall be used 
thereat. The precincts, polling 
places and officers of election 
for this special election shall 
he the same as those provided 
for said general municipal elec¬ 
tion, and said precincts, polling 
places and officers of election 
are set forth in the resolution 
providing for said general mu¬ 
nicipal election; to wit, Resolu¬
